Dear Eric,

This is the southern anchor of the east-coast megalopolis and we 're 
within shuttle-range of any number of any number of good out-of-town 
coin folk. 


Ben Douglas, the Stefanellis and I have all been respectful and envious 
of what the Three Musketeers in Oklahoma City have been able to achieve 
in a region not a quarter as promising as ours. Their annual seminar 
is a respected national event, vfe 're paying them the ultimate compli- 
ment of copying them. I've told Jake about our plans (he's ex-officio 
Washingtonian, he spent the war here) & he's given us good suggestions.
